“More than 70 porcent of all the fresh 
water used in Texas Is used for 
agricultural purposes." Hightower ex¬ 
plained at a Thursday nows conference 
in the 8enate Chamber, "so it goes 
without saying that agricultural water 
use must be a major component of any 
Statewide plan addressing Texas' 
future water need*. We're all in this 
together, so it's critics! that we come up 
with a plan that urban Texans and rural 
Texans.

Hightower said, "but I'm especially 
pleased with the approach of tnis pro¬ 
posal sponsored by Senators Montford 
and Sarpallus, It yrQl be-finan ced by tbe 
sale of -bonds, and* the loan* made : to 
Jarmers from the fund would be repaid 
to the state, so the cost to the taxpayers 
Will be precisely zero.

taken out of production in 1983, nearly 
ten million acres, or approximately 
j 2 % of the total, is Texas crop land. Ho 
said he was both surprised and pleased 
that Texas wheat farmers had actually 
exceeded the national average under 
the Set Aside Program. While some 
35% of the total wheat acreage in the 
United States will be held out of pro¬ 
duction under the PIK proposal, Texas 
wheat farmers plan to set aside 41% of 
their base wheat acreage in 1983. In ad¬ 
dition, Moeller said Texas rice farmers 
would divert 46% of their base acreage 
compared to a 43% national average. 
He went on to say that Texas cotton 
farmers would divert some 8.5 million 
acres In 1983, which Is more than half of 
the total cotton acreage diverted under 
the PIK program for the entire United 
Stales. Only Texas feed grain pro¬ 
cedures fell somewhat below the na¬ 
tional average in terms of projected 
acreage diversion. Nationwide, feed 

S ain farmers will divert some 39% of 
sir base acreage, while In Texas some 
2.4 million feed grain acres will be idled, 
which represents about 85% of the base 
for the state. 

"This high rate of participation by 
Texas farmers and those from other 
states," Moellor said, "demonstrates 
quite clearly that farmers want, and 
will support, a system of supply 
management that provides reasonable 
incentives to take land out of produc¬ 
tion." 

Moeller, however, tempered his op¬ 
timism with a note of caution, “All the 
good accomplished by the 1983 PIK pro¬ 
gram will be for naught if Congress and 
the Administration don’t act quickly to 
provide a continuing supply manage¬ 
ment program for 1964 ana subsequent 
years. Moeller added that he was en¬ 
couraged by remarks that U.S. 
Secretary of Agriculture John Block 
made at the recent National Farmers 
Union Convention, where Block pledg¬ 
ed to support a program similar to PIK 
for 1984. Moeller said that he would be

Texas February 
Livestock Slaughter 

Austin — Texas commercial cattle 
slaughter during February totaled 
417,000 head, according to figures 
released by the Texas Crop and 
Livestock Reporting Service. Average 
Uveweight was 1,004 pounds. 

Hog slaughter for the month reached 
97,000 head with an average of 255 
pounds per head. State Statistician 
Doug Murfield reported that the 
February calf slaughter of 20,000 head 
had a total Uveweight of 8 million 
pounds. 

Some 48,000 sheep and Iambs were 
commercially slaughtered In Texas 
with an average Uveweight of 109 
pounds. 

Commercial red meat production for 
the United States totaled 2.8 billion 
pounds, with beef production accoun¬ 
ting for 1.7 bUUon of the total. 

Murfield noted that the total U.S. 
cattle slaughter for the month reached 
2.7 million head, while the total hog kill 
was almost 6 million. 

Nationally, cattle Uveweight averag¬ 
ed 1.084 pounds per head, and hogs 
averaged 24Q pounds. .

Tax Credit for 
Energy Savings 

Taxpayers can still insulate 
themselves from both the elements and 
some of their tax obligations by taking 
advantage of the energy tax credits, the 
IRS says. 

The law provides for a tax credit of 


up to WUU lor energy conservation 
materials Installed In the home, with a 
separate credit of ae much as $4,000 for 
taxpayers who Install "renewable" 
energy source Items such aB solar or 
wind equipment, the IRS says. 

The credit for energy conservation 
materials Is figured at 15 percent of the 
first $2,000 spent on such Items as 
storm or thermal windows and doors, 
insulation, weather-stripping and caulk¬ 
ing. Also qualifying are furnace replace¬ 
ment burners, flue-opening modifica¬ 
tions, electrical or mechanical Ignition 
systems to replace gas pilot lights, and 
clock thermostats. Only materials in¬ 
stalled in homes thdt were substantially 
completed before April 20, 1977, are 
eligible for this energy credit.
